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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not found to be 
persuasive. With regards to applicant's argument that the lots taught by Okabe are not tools as defined in the present invention, examiner 
maintains that the claims do not include the limitation that that tool not be processed itself. A tool can be defined as an implement used to 
do work or perform a task, and that is exactly what the lots do. With regards to applicant's argument that Okabe does not disclose a third 
tool storage for lots not in use, Okabe's hold stacker does just that, they hold lots that are not being processed (in a stand by state), and 
therefore are not currently in use. With regards to applicant's argument that Okabe fails to disclose a host system adapted to relocate the 
first, second and third storages, the FA computer controls the lot treatment flow, which deals with the movement of the lots between 
storages. Therefore this limitation is disclosed. 1 . In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves 
or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1 071 , 5 USPQ2d 1 596 (Fed. Cir. 
1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, both define systems of manufacure, and it would 
have been obvious at the time of applicant's invention to modify Okabe to include reticle storage. . 
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
